Militant 
Irish Plan 
Hunger Strike

DUBLIN, Ireland (AP) - 


Eighteen young Irish militants 
planned to start a hunger strike 
today as their nation celebrated 
the 50lh annviersary of the 
Easter uprising. 


The youths said they would 


fast from noon today until 3:45 
p.m. Saturday, recalling the 
duration of the bloody 1916 re- 
bellion crushed by the British. 
The uprising eventually led to 
the creation of the Irish Repub- 
lic. 


Ireland has no cause to cele- 


brate, the hunger strikers said. 
They accused the Irish govern- 
ment of betraying revolutionary 
ideals by letting Gaelic die out 
and by tolerating Ireland's par- 
tition and economic dependence 
on Britain. 


The hunger strikers included 


several Dublin University stu- 
dents and six supporters from 
Belfast in the north. They are 
members of a fringe organiza- 
tion of the Gaelic revival move- 
ment called Misneach — Cour- 
age.

To Spinal Birth Defect

Proud Fish 


Notwithstanding its s i z e , 


the sail-finned killifish is a 
proud creature. Only about 
three inches long, the male 
spreads his exquisitely col- 
ored dorsal fin in the pres- 
ence of females, much in the 
same manner as a peacock. 
The female's dorsal fin is 
smaller and less colorful. 


A mother asks the meaning 


of "splna bifida." This birth 
defect is fairly common and 
is the result of a failure of 
the bones forming the spinal 
canal to close at some point 
in the vertebral column. 


The seriousness of this con- 


dition varies widely. It de- 
pends on (1) whether the fail- 
ure is in the front of the bone 
canal (often fatal) or in the 
back, (2) how high in the ver- 
tebral column the defect is 
(generally speaking, the low- 
er the better), (3) whether the 
cystic outpouching is large 
or small, (4) whether it con- 
tains part of the spinal cord 
(often 
fatal) or only spinal 


fluid, and (5) whether 
the 


outpouching is covered by a 
thin membrane (often fatal) 
or by a full thickness of skin. 


In some infants the defect 


is so slight it is found only by 
accident when an X ray of the 
spine is taken for some other 
condition. Such a defect is no 
handicap at all. 


On the other hand a child 


with a k n o t , well-covered 
with skin and the size of a 
hen's egg or even larger that 
protrudes from the lower por- 
tion of the back, will usually 
develop 
normally. 
Such 
a 


child needs to be protected 
from injury to the cyst until 
about the age of 3 or when 
toilet training is complete. 
Then, as a further protection, 
the defect can be repaired 
surgically. 


Some 
authorities 
believe 


that if a woman gets suffi- 
cient vitamin B throughout 
her pregnancy there is little 


chance of this type of devel- 
opmental d e f e c t occurring. 
This is especially true of 
women who have morning 
sickness with their pregnancy 
because vomiting d e p l e t e s 
their supply of this vitamin. 


Q—My grandson is in first 


grade. He loves school but his 
teacher reports that if she 
looks at him he cries. 
His 


mother took him to school 
one day and when she left 
the room he cried. What 
could cause this? 


A—It Is possible that too 


much has been expected of 
this boy and that his fear of 
not doing well has gotten him 
down. He may need a more 
r e l a x e d home atmosphere. 
His self-confidence must be 
built up by giving him tasks 
that he is able to accomplish 
and 
praising 
his success. 


Tasks that are beyond his 
present stage of development 
should be avoided and his 
failures passed off in a cas- 
ual manner. 
If this doesn't 


bring about a rapid improve- 
ment he may have to have 
psychiatric help.

Last week's columns wound 


up with some hands showing 
the use of the suit prefer- 
ence. We will continue with 
another hand from "Bid Bet- 
ter, Play Better" that illus- 
trates the use of this valuable 
but much abused convention. 


West opens the three o£ 


spades against South's three 
no-trump contract. East takes 
his ace and returns the suit. 
Declarer's jack loses to West's 
queen. West leads back the 
ten spot and South is in with 
the king. He leads a diamond. 
East is back in the lead with 
the ace of diamonds and has 
to decide between a club lead 
and a heart lead. 


As you can see, with a club 


return South makes an over- 
trick. With a heart return he 
is down two. 


If West had returned the 


deuce of spades it would have 
been easy for East to read it 
as a suit preference request 
for a club lead. Should the 
ten spot return be read as a 
suit preference call for a 
heart? 
Suppose West had started 


with only four spades. 
He 


would have had to play the 
ten back since otherwise dum- 
my's nine could hold the 
trick. 


On the other hand if West 


had started with only four 
spades, South would surely 
have 
played 
the 
king of 


spades, not the jack at trick 
two. 
That is, South would 


surely have played the king 
if he were a good player. 
Sometimes it is harder to op- 
erate against a bad player 
than against a good one but 
we assume everyone is a 
good player unless otherwise 
noted. 
So good player East as- 


sumes that good player South

General Millwright and Rigging 
Corp. for $5,587, and Smith a 
judgment for $1,200 for some 
equipment they had leased. 


The National Surety Corp., 


bonding firm for the subcon- 
tractor, contended that equip- 
ment rental was not covered by 
the bonds except on public con- 
tracts., .Jh& trial court ruled 
and hte Supreme Court agreed 
that title to the Cooper plant 
was vested in the city of Tex- 
arkansa and the contract was 
public.

powerful monks declared in a 
joint statement S\inday. 


In militant tones echoing their 


declarations of political war on 
the government of the late Pres- 
ident Ngo Dinh Diem three 
years ago, the Buddhists ac- 
cused the regime of lying, irre- 
sponsibility and placing "too 
many obstacles" in the way of 
civilian rule. 


At a news conference in Sai-
